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Continuation of 3. NOTE: As for claim 1 0, which now includes additional limitations, Applicants have submitted that Mathur, based on Fig. 
2 in Mathur, teaches away from verifying version by the node made after communication with the master node, as claimed. The alleged 
remarks would have to be deferred until the above added language of the amendments are entered and addressed. In light of the current 
state of the rejection, the un-amendement set of claims stand rejected and in order to not complicate matter for an appeal, the proposed 
amendments after final cannot be entered. Applicants have submitted that it is unreasonable to interpret (interpretation by the Office action 
using step 204 Fig. 2) packet reception as including specific information on software version for this information to be extracted by the 
destination node receiving this packet. As for the 'extracting version information' limitation, the verifying step as proffered based on Mathur 
involves a final step of receiving of a correct version AFTER a consistency check is made at the destination node, which includes checksum 
verification (which includes extracting for this CRC to be computed in terms of version validating information in regard to a supposedly new 
software) via relay action with an operator (see col. 5-6); clearly, the destination node has way to communicate with the master about 
correctness of this new version (version information) intended for distribution, leading to completing its reception at step 204. The limitation 
about 'verifies with master node' is deemed fulfilled. Regarding 'structure representing grouping of nodes' and the analogizing of hierarchy 
of privileges by the Office Action, the claim language requires categorizing nodes into class of nodes having same configuration. The 
scheme for distribution by the controller in Mathur operates via access privileges basis, such basis being a hierarchized structure, to enable 
only a certain amount of nodes in said structure elligible for receiving new software; i.e. privilege status whereby these nodes (Mathur: col. 
5, li. 12-17) receive the software reads on a class of nodes having same configuration. The argument is not persuasive. The claims are not 
in conditions for allowance, and the latest proposed changes to the claims will not be entered because they require more consideration and 
would complicate effects of a potential Appeal. 
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
